One of the difficult deci- 
sions which Members of the 
00th- Congress soon will be 
required to make relates to 
a-proposed-A.nti-BalilBtlc-Mis« 
sile (ABM) ; defclise system/ 
The : issue: arises due to the 
recent disclosure of an exten- 
sive ABM system being" de- 
veloped In the Soviet Union. 

Indicating his concern with 
this "new" Soviet arms build- 
up, President Johnson ■ has 
urged that the Soviet Union 
and the United States should 
"agree" not to establish anli- 
ballistic' missile systems for 
use. against possible attacks 
by . each other. In other 
words, the President and 
many others are seeking an 
end to the so-called' "arms 
race." However, millions of 
Americans; including many 
Members of the U V S. House 
of Representatives and Sen- 
ate, are demanding that our 
nuclear defenses should be 
adequate to protect our citi- 
zens against a potential So 
viet nuclear attack. 

Secretary of Defense Mc- 
Namara appears to oppose 
the development of an ARM 
defense system because of its 
exorbitant cost ($40 billion 
over a 10-year period), and 
'because he favors additional 
offensive nuclear weapons as 
an adequate defense in the 
event of a nuclear war. Sec- 
retary ' McNamara's position 
appears to be thatvour coun- 
try, with its superiority in 
nuclear striking power, could 
withstand a. Soviet "first 
strike" and. still destroy the 
Soviet nation. However, this 
theory contemplates Hie loss 
of from 10 to 40 mil loin Am- 
ericans in Hie Soviet "first 
strike" which an ABM de- 
fense system would aim, to 
prevent; 

Several questions can be 
raised concerning Secretary 
McNamara's theory: 

(1) What happens if our 
retaliatory nuclear strike is 
not able to penetrate the So- 
viet's ABM defences? or, 
''"(2) What if our ability 
to retaliate with offensive 
nuclear weapons is' critically 
-Impaired — because — we* are 
without adequate defenses to 
protect tiie .ballistic missile 
launching areas? ; 

In the event Secretary Mc- 

•NamanTs calculations are 

not accurate (and lie has 
been known to miscalculate 
in the past) our nation could 
be destroyed by a rain of 
Soviet nuclear bombs against 
which we would have no ef- 
fective defense. 
1 Soviet Union spokesmen 
explain that their new ABM 
defense system is directed 
against the Chinese. How- 
ever, tills seems somewhat

It is to he doubted that 
any "agreement" Willi the 
Soviet Union could serve as 
a substitute for an adequate 
ABM defense system of our 
own. According to Dr. Ed- 
ward Teller, the noted nu- 
clear physicist, such an 
agreement with the Soviets 
should he unacceptable un- 
less accompanied by an 
"Open skies" policy of in- 
spection as was recommend- 
ed by former President Eis- 
enhower with respect to nil- 
clear testing. Accordingly, 
in order to be assured of the 
Soviet Union's good faith, we 
would have to be free, to in- 
spect by air any part of the 
Soviet. Union wjiere ABM 
defense ..installations might 
be suspected.; . 

Finally, the Congress will, 
consider the cost of engaging 
in this new" phase of the 
"arms race" with the Soviet 
Union. Apparently, the in- 
itial cost to U. S. taypayers 
would be $1 billion for the 
first year, with an estimated 
$4 billion per year thereafter 
for len years, or a total of 
$40 billion,. While this cost 
is high, in terms of our over- 
all federal expenditures it is 
very modest. The annual 
military expenditure in Vjet- 
TTtiam is 'six times as mgti as 
the yearly cost of the pro-, 
posed ABM defense system. 
Annual cost bf foreign aid to 
assist citizens of other coun- 
tries, also equals or exceeds 
the estimated annual — $4 
billion- for defending our 
own citizens against nuclear 
attack.

By. simple arithmetic, it 
can 1)5' sdbn that a decision 
by as few as 110 individuals 
can enact laws that will in 
some way affect the 10 mil- 
lion citizens of Illinois.
